WEEKLY REVIEW. 


Of the Canned Foods Situation. Market Reports. 
Conditions and Changes. Outlook. 


The week has been a lost one in almost every respect 
in this market. There has been rain every day in this 
section, completely interfering with farming operations 
and the planting of seeds and crops, and thus adding 
another week’s delay to the season which is already late. 
On Thursday of the week there was a deluge in this im- 
mediate section and surrounding country, and it may 
take days of warm drying weather to put the ground into 
such condition as to make work possible. This wet and 
abnormally cold condition has.extended over the entirt 
middle Atlantic seaboard, and back into the country as 
far west as western Pennsylvania; and even the Middle 
Western States are reporting a somewhat similar con- 
dition of weather. Wisconsin has had it and now reports 
that the pea crop and plantings are more than two weeks 


late, and even the Pacific coast reports abnormally cold 


and wet weather, so that the evil results are spread over 
the entire country. In fact this has been a peculiarity 
of the weather ever since the first of the year, that what 


ene section had all others had, the only variations being - 


in the severity due to the geographical situation of the 
State. 

There should be an abundance of strawberries in the 
market at this time, but such is not the case; and those 
that are received are showing the effects of the continued 
rains. ‘They look well and are of fine flavor in the main, 
but are watery and without proper substance, the kind 
that would play havoc with the canners where they are 
handling them under the new regulations of well-filled 
cans. | 

And now definite reports are coming to hand of the 
winter injury to fruits of all kinds. The exceptionally 
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severe cold experienced during this past winter froze the 
limbs and branches of the trees and the canes of small 
fruits in many instances. We have before us a report made 
by a disinterested party, but thoroughly reliable, of con- 
ditions in Prince George’s county Maryland, which is the 
county of which Washington City is a part, and which 
may be taken to cover the entire Southern Maryland sec- 
tion west of the Chesapeake Bay. It is true this section 
is not a heavy fruit producing one, but what is true there 
is undoubtedly true to an even greater extent in sections 
further North and West and removed from the Bay; for 
it is a fact that the water in the Bay has a tendency to 
protect the fruits and other crops from the severity of 
the cold. It decidedly tones it down, and is usually a 
complete protection. 

This report in detail says: Red raspberries, killed. 
Peaches, not a blossom on the trees, and very few leaves; 
apples promise about one-third of last season’s crop, 
which was a poor one; cherries promise about one-half a 
crop; gooseberries and strawberries about an average 
crop, and pears look well at this time. In western Mary- 
land, which has become a heavy peach producing section, 
the young trees were badly damaged, but to what extent 
cannot be fully told until after the June drop. In the 
apple producing sections of Virginia, in the famous 
Sheandoah Valley, and which is rapidly rivaling Oregon 
and Washington States as a producer of fine and plenti- 
ful supplies of apples, the damage is extensive, but grow- 
ers are making no reports as yet. The winter was an un- 
precedented one in all these sections, and well posted 
men are not surprised at the results. 

But the most serious consideration in this respect is 
that corn and peas have been delayed in their plantings, 
and if a crop is to be made it will almost certainly be so 
“bunched” together as to cause trouble in the canneris 
to handle it. And more than this with such an immense 
amount of moisture used up at this time, and to no ad- 
vantage, there is every likelihood that drouthy conditions 
will follow, catching the crops just after they have shown 
above the ground, and the excessive heat will finish the 
work. This, of course, is only a possibility, but there are 
many who count it a very strong probability, and they 
are basing their decisions upon past experience. The 
feeling that the summer of 1912 is to be a very dry and 
hot one is quite general all over the country; not alone 
here in Maryland, but in the Ohio Valley, the Mississippi 
Valley and the West generaJly. It is to be hoped that 
the fears will not materialize. 

In the canned food market there has been little life 
shown this week. Trading for this immediate section is 
hurt very considerably by the extensive strike among 
the stevedores, which is tieing up shipping badly and 
causing some of the large manufacturing plants to shut 
down. What orders have been placed have been for 
merely sufficient supplies to cover immediate require- 
ments, and have covered the general list well. 

Jobbers might help the situation and movement of 
canned foods considerably by making more equable 
prices on some of the lines that are overstocked. We 


have before us a price list, which is sent out by one_of 
our leading wholesale grocers to possibly ten thousand 
small grocers in this and adjoining States, mainly in the 
South. Their prices on canned corn, for instance are 
interesting. Corn is quoted at 72%c.; another better 
brand at 75c.; Old Harford Shoepeg at 87'%c.; another 
shoepeg of quite good reputation at 90c., and Maryland 
Maine style is quoted at 90c. Genuine Maine Corn is 
quoted at $1.25. No doubt many of these brands were 
bought as futures, but the corn that is selling at 90c. 
did not cost over 70c., and this makes 40c. gross profit a 
case. If it is of recent buying it probably did not cost 
much over 60c., which is simply doubling prices on it. 
With respect to canned foods this condition is not excep- 
tional, but rather the regular and is one of the causes why 
wholesale grocers are coming in for their knocks at the 
hands of high cost of living students. But it is bad 
business, for they would do better if they were satisfied 
with a smaller return on their investment and moved the 


stocks more rapidly. Little if any of this corn can be 
sold by the retailers below 10c., and what can is probably 
of such poor quality as to only further hurt the con- 
suming market. Here is an obstruction which if re- 
moved would help the market move more rapidly. 

There are few or no changes to record in any of the 
markets in any section, but in the main holders are firm 
for full prices, and the delayed season helps them in this. 

In cans and canners’ metals there are no changes to 
note.

Tomotoes in fair demand—Some futures offered at 80c—Peas cleaned up— 


More cheap Corn off the market—Noted among the trade. 


Reported by Telegraph 


New York, May 17th, 1912. 


The Market.—Activity in the market is not especi- 
ally pronounced, but unquestionably the conditions are 
healthier than they have been any time since the be- 
ginning of the year. Speculative interest has disap- 
peared. But the current needs of consumption are as 
great as they have been, some think greater because of 
the high cost of meats, the scarcity of good, fresh vege- 
tables and the generally backward spring. Jobbing de- 
mand is steady, and during the week absorbs a great 
many goods. Stocks in packers’ hands are reduced to 
small quantities, with the single exception of corn, and 
a realization of this has checked the downward tendency. 
Still the reaction is not very marked as yet. Perhaps 
the principal feature about it is that there has been a 
reaction. ‘Trading in spot goods has virtually resolved 
itself into an exchange between jobbers. Packers are 
nearly eliminated. Indeed, it is doubtful if, with the 
exception of corn, they have much left. The weather has 
been cold and rainy in most of the Northern sections 
during the week and planting has been retarded in conse- 
quence. In some parts of New Jersey the soil is light 
and sandy and the rain has done little damage, but the 
cold weather has prevented the growth of such crops as 
are in the ground. The mercury gets dangerously near 
the frost point a good many nights and it hovers around 
fiity to fifty-five with a pertinacity worthy of a better 
cause. 

Tomatoes.—Southern packed goods are now free 
from the competition of the cheaper California stock and 
have been rather more active in consequence. The mar- 
ket is strong, and while some aver that it is still possible 
to buy at $1.25 ex-New York warehouse, and $1.20 f. o. b. 
factory, with the 14c. freight rate, offerings at those 


fivures are heardly numerous enough to make it worth - 


while to notice them. Buying is light from first hands, 
but there is considerable exchange of goods between job- 
bcrs and movement into consumption is sufficiently large 
to keep the market firm. Futures are still offered from 
the Peninsula at 80c. f. o. b. packing house, with the Bal- 
timore freight rate for full standard 3s, and 100 per cent. 
dc.ivery guaranteed, by some, while others will not con- 
si’er anything under 82%c. upon the same terms. The 
laiger Baltimore packing firms are said to be out of the 
m rket and refuse to accept further orders until they can 
sec a little further ahead. These houses are quoting 85c. 
f ». b., which is a prohibitive price now. No. 2s are 
quoted at 62%4c., with occasionally one or two lots of- 
fered at 60c. No. 10s are quiet, but prices are held 
steudily at quotations. Buyers are not placing orders 
for such goods in any considerable quantities at present. 


Peas.—Stock is practically unobtainable from first 
hands, hence the market is confined to such interchanges 
between jobbers and other holders as serve to satisfy 
their immediate requirements. Prices are, of course, 
very firm under these conditions, with sales made chiefly 
in small quantities to fill pressing necessities. Of best 


qualities the supply in any position is extremely scarce, 
and there seems to be no possibility of replenishing that 


supply until the new crop is ready for delivery. Buyers 
are showing some eagerness to cover later requirements. 


The situation in the West has not changed, but Southern 


packers are ready to take further orders at 90a95c. f. o. b. 
for early Junes. The season in the West is very back- 
ward and that deters packers from accepting. further 
orders at present. But Southern packers appear to 
think the season will be early and are offering further 
quantities accordingly. Actual spot movement is lim- 
ited because of the difficulty of obtaining the grades 
mostly wanted. 


Corn.—It must be admitted that the situation does 
not improve as rapidly as holders would like to see it. 
Selling is chiefly in small lots and prices are relatively 
low, with more prospects of decline than advance. Move- 
ment seems to be limited to possible exchanges between 
second hands or occasionally a buyer takes hold and 
does business liberally. Such persons are rare, however, 
and are cordially welcomed in this market. The crop 
prospects in the Northern packing section are not good, 
but this causes little uneasiness now. Old stock is too 
plentiful for dealers to worry much about what is going 
to happen this year. Most of the poor quality and cheap 
corn has gone from the market, but there is enough left 
to keep the market weak and cause buyers to move with 
extreme caution. 


Succotash. — Almost nothing is obtainable from first 
hands and jobbers have little to spare.These facts pre- 
vent active movement and the only sales are from job- 
ber to jobber in most instances. 


String Beans.—Supplies available are limited and prin- 
cipally in second hands. Jobbers are firm in their views 
and in most instances refuse to accept anything below 
full outsile quotations. Planting in some sections has 
been delayed and conditions do not point to an early 
season anywhere. 


Asparagus.—As usual at this season spot stocks are 
moving with considerable freedom. The available sup- 
puly is small, almost exhausted in some instances, con- 
sequently prices are hardening and the tendency upon the 
scarcer qualities is upward. | 

Beets.—Supplies are so light that they are scarcely 
quotable, Buyers are making inquiry and in instances 
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refuse to pay what is asked. Holders are equally firm, 
however, and the result is a dead market. Sales from 
this season’s pack will be heavy. 

Apples. — Ordinary quality No. 10s is dull and easy, 
but fancy are sparingly offered and prices are firm. Not 
much movement outside of a moderate jobbing demand 
is noted. State stock is quiet at $2.50 outside, while 
Maryland grades are quoted at $2.25 outside, with some 
selected held even higher. Maine are not moving read- 
ily and are quoted at $2.40. 

Peaches.—Standard and extra standard California pack 
seem to be wanted and movement is rather more active 
than it has been. Most orders are for small lots to cover 
present requirements. Southern pack is unchanged and 
movement seems to be limited to actual requirements 
of dealers, chiefly in small lots. 

Cherries.—California stock is meeting with consider- 
able demand, particularly extra standards and stand- 
ards. Jobbers are buying to replace what have been 
taken from their shelves. Southern pack is steady, but 
movement is slow. 

Blackberries.—Considerable demand has developed re- 
cently for blackberries, and prices have shown increased 
firmness because of relatively small stocks. Holders are 
firm in their views and refuse to concede anything for the 
benefit of buyers. 

Blueberries.—Not much change in the market, though 
it is admitted that stocks are low. Sales are made in 
small quantities, with the exception of a few orders 
placed recently by bakers. 

Gooseberries.—The supply is nearly exhausted and 
though demand is light holders remain firm in their 
views and are not accepting reduced range of values 
unless they want to clean out a small lot which may have 
bothered them. 

Raspberries.—Not much old stock is left and that is 
held firm. It is said that purchases can be made inside 
low quotations, but there are probably personal reasons 
for doing that. 

Strawberries.—Old stock is nearly exhausted and hold- 
ers are attempting to‘dispose of it before new pack is 
ready for delivery. Business is confined to ordinary re- 
quirements. Receipts of fresh berries are liberal and 
sales of canned stock are somewhat retarded in conse- 
quence. 

Sardines.—The low priced offerings of quarter-oil and 
three-quarter mustards in keyless cans detailed last week 
have failed to stimulate movement and the market re- 
mains dull and weak. Sales are made in small lots only 
and business is limited to the requirements of dealers 
from day to day. Conditions are substantially the same 
as then reported. The packing season drags with prac- 
tically nothing done worth while so far. The weather 
is cold and disposed to be stormy and business is limited 
to the necessities of a few dealers who may have some 
special demand. 

Salmon.—Not much demand is reported for any de- 
scription and sales are in small lots only. The situation 
offers little to stimulate dealers to action and they merely 


accept what orders come to them without trying to secure 
larger orders. Supplies of all varieties are light and busi- 
ness is more or less affected by that. It is not time for 
much discussion of opening prices on this season’s pack. 
Still a good many ales are made subject to aproval of 
price when named. Best grades are in short supply and 


dealers remain firm in their views, refusing concessions 
to even the largest buyers. 


Lobster.—The market is steady, but owing to high 
prices movement is slow. Conditions are the same as 
reported previously. Some sales are made to go into 
the interior and there has been a larger movement for all 
sections of the country since the season for fresh closed, 
but the trade is still limited to relatively small orders. 

Crab Meat.—Japanese pack is in small supply and 
prices are held firm. Few, if any, dealers are ready to 
undertake any important selling campaign. Some demand 
is reported, but it is relatively light. Prices remain firm, 
as previously reported. 

NOTED AMONG THE TRADE. 

Letters from Astoria say that the reports which come 

from various points on the Columbia river are to the ef- 


fect that fish are very scarce. Some assert that never 
before have so few been seen there. 


B. S. Rose, of Case, Rose & Case, large wholesale gro- 
cers of Trenton, N. J., was a visitor in the West Side Mar- 
ket this week. He said the canned goods situation in 
his part of the State was not altogether satisfactory 
owing largely to the backward season. 

George Russell, well known in the West Side trade, 
through his numerous active connections with it, has 
taken a position in the selling force of Harry Strahan. 


He has sold a good many hundred thousand cases of 
canned goods. 


H. M. Halin, vice-president of the Kelley-Clark Com- 
pany, in charge of.the firm’s Portland, Ore., office, is 
in New York for a week or two, making his headquarters 
with the Corby Commission Company, the firm’s East- 
ern representatives. He doesn’t appear over enthusiastic 
about the salmon prospects this season. He says, too, 


that the supply on hand is the lowest he has ever 
known it. 

Letters from California say that the fruit prospects 
in the canning sections of that State are promising and 
a liberal crop is looked for. The trees have bloomed full 
and it seems as though all danger from frost must now 
be passed.

Weather too cool—Some reasons for the depressed market conditions— 


Experience Talks. 


Reported by Telegraph 


Chicago, May 17, 1912. 

Last Minute Flashes.—The demand for tomatoes and 
the better.grades of corn is improving. The weather is 
cold and wet, bad for pea planting and for the peas above 
ground. There is a good inquiry for spot canned toma- 
toes, but few on hand. 

Many wholesale grocers and buyers are away from 
the city attending the Convention in St. Louis. 

The Weather—A sharp change in the weather has 
surprised the prophets, nipped the budding and blooming 
of straw hats, postponed the demand for bathing suits 
and brought back the style to apple pie from strawberry 
short cake at the cafes. It is hoped and believed, how- 
ever, that the cold snap will be brief. 

What’s the Matter—It is unquestionably the case 
that trade in canned foods is dragging and disappearing 
not only in Chicago, but in many other localities. Many 
reasons are assigned, and here are some: 

No. 1. The long continued cold weather this winter 
and spring was so severe that railroad building and pub- 
lic work of every kind was stopped, and the erection of 
buildings everywhere throughout the United States was 
suspended. Workmen being without work or wages ran 
into debt and are now without purchasing power and 
will be until the weather permits an active resumption 
of outside work. When outside work is suspended, 
thousands who work inside are idle, and many lines of 
manufacturing and jobbing are adversely affected. 

No. 2. It is a Presidential election year and the 
bitter contest between two prominent Republican condi- 
dates presages no good and will probably cause a change 
of policies from high tariff to low tariff through a change 
of parties, thus taking away the protection from many 
industries and causing business readjustment and de- 
moralization. 

No. 3. The prices of canned foods have been boosted 
too high by packers and jobbers, until the advantageous 
element of economy in using them has been destroyed, 
and the people have turned away from them to bulk 
cereals early vegetables and cheaper foods. ‘This is 
particularly the case with salmon, peas and tomatoes. 

No. 4. The very poor quality of the tomatoes and 
corn packed last year, there being an unusual quantity 
of each, also of peas, has again shaken the confidence of 
the consuming public as to the desirability of canned 
foods, and they have turned away from them. 

No. 5. The reign of extravagance among the people, 
which has now lasted several years, has brought about a 
necessary reaction and retrenchment. Trips to Europe, 
the purchase and maintenance of automobiles, the travel- 
ing mania which seems to possess Americans, the rivalry 


engendered with both women and men in wearing fine 
clothes and living in a luxurious and extravagant style. 
The enormous extravagance of government expenditures, 
causing high and indirect taxation, all tend to exhaust 
the resources of the country and cause parsimonious 
recuperation. 

No. 6. The disproportion between prices of food and 
the earning capacity of the people is gradually but surely 
impoverishing the working classes. Food supplies have 
almost doubled in price in ten years, while neither me- 
chanical labor or commercial employment is any better 
paid then formerly, and is not so reliable and constant 
as formerly. 

Each and all of these reasons are advanced by vari- 
ous students of the times and each can be satisfactorily 
answered and disproved, but this is not the place or 
space for that purpose. 

One important reason that nearly every one over- 
looks and in fact is so delicate that but few have the 
courage to mention it is that the sugar refiners have 
fleeced the wholesale grocers and have loaded them up 
with sugar, speculatively, which they cannot sell; be- 
cause refiners have reduced prices heavily, leaving job- 


bers with a lot of high priced sugar which they can only 
sell at a loss. 


This being the case, the financial departments of 
wholesale houses have “called a halt” on all buying, and 
the canned food departments have generally been in- 
structed to cut down stock to the lowest limit and keep 


it there and buy only futures enough to keep advance 
sales safely covered. 


Another situation that has influenced these condi- 
tions is that wholesalers have permitted the “dried fruit 
skinners” of the Pacific Coast to do them good and done 
on prunes and other dried fruits by unloading heavy sup- 
plies on them at high prices and then breaking the mar- 
ket in order to continue to unload the enormous specul:- 
tive burden the Coast operators have been cargying. 
Grievous losses from this source, coupled with a heavy 
load of speculative salmon at the highest wholesale and 
retail price know, which consumers will not pay, ha\e 
made jobbers pessimistic and determined to reverse their 


policy to one of a strictly non-speculative character, aud 
they are doing so. 


Canned Tomatoes—No change appears from last 
week. Stocks here are light. St. Louis, St. Paul and 
one or two other jobbing points have been unloading; 
some of their supplies of canned tomatoes coming to 
Chicago. 

Indiana and Ohio are out of the running and $1.25 


seems to be the general price no matter where the goods 
are located.

Canned Corn—Good corn is scarce, poor corn is 
plentiful, but no one wants the good corn at the price 
it is held for and no one wants the poor stuff at any 
price. 

Canned Peas—Several Wisconsin and Michigan can- 
neries are again offering a few future contracts and the 
goods are selling rapidly. Spot stock nominal. 

Canned Salmon—The article is not selling. The 
people do not seem to be able to adjust themselves to 
paying from 25 per cent. to 35 per cent. more for canned 
salmon than formerly, and are “passing it up” so retail 
grocers say. 

American Sardines—Quotations from Eastport are 
very low—showing prices of $2.05 and $2.10 for one- 
quarter oil keyless and $2.00 and $2.05 for three-quarter 
Mustard keyless. Stocks in jobbers hands are beginning 
to move: slowly.

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growers losing money on their shipments. A number of 
patches in this section were not picked over more than once, 
the berries on them having dried up before they could ripen. 
The market was very poor at the beginning of the season, and 
growers realized but little from their early shipments. In 
this section it is the early berries which bring the fancy 
prices, and when they fail it quite often works a hardship on 
the growers as they depend largely upon the shipments of the 


first week to make good any losses which they may sustain 
later on in the season. 


Extensive preparations have been made for handling the 
crop. It is said that a large number of Bohemians have been 
engaged in Baltimore and will arrive here in a few days, 
taking up their abode for the season in board tents erected for 
that purpose near the berry fields. 

With the coming of the berries, a time looked forward to 
by every merchant, in the country, there will be a pronounced 
increase in business. The berry pickers, who come to this 
county from afar, are, as a class, an easy-going people, spend- 
ing their money as fast as they earn it, and every kind of 
business in the county is benefitted by their trade. 

Berries have been in the local market all week, most of 
them being home grown. The prices have ranged from 20 
to 25 cents per quart, and the supply has hardly been equal 
to the demand. The berries are firm, which would indicate 
that the vines are in a perfectly healthy condition. It is 
believed that the season will be a profitable one to both grow- 
ers and pickers.

FOOD CONTAINERS FOR TROPICS. 


(From Consul Thomas R. Wallace, Fort de France, Martinique, 
French West Indies.) 


Manufacturers and exporters of cereal products and food 
preparations intended for tropical countries should change the 
material of the containers in which such goods are packed, 
if the trade therein with tropical countries is desired. The 
American exporter at present sends to tropical countries the 
same packages as are prepared for home consumption. The 
wrappers or containers are found to be unfit to meet the condi- 


tions to which they are subjected in the hot and humid coun- 
tries of the Tropics. 


Packages of cereals or other food preparations when 
inclosed in paper containers are soon infested with destructive 
insects, which cause them to be unfit for use. Merchants who 
have attempted to carry such goods, delivered to them in paper 
or cardboard packages, after a trial gave it up, as the losses 
greatly exceeded the profits and further orders were withheld. 
The purchaser would also find that before a package could be 
used at his home the insects would work through the paper or 


cardboard covering and destroy much of his purchase or render 
it of no value. 


The container for such products should be of tin or 
glass when intended for the tropical trade, especially in the 
countries subject to great humidity. Cereal food preparations 
should meet with ready sale in tropical countries, and if put 


upon the market properly prepared to withstand the conditions 
to which they would be subjected, increased sales would 
eventually follow. Continuing the practice of sending such 
goods in paper or cardboard packages will ultimately result in 
closing the market against them, unless a method is devised 
to protect such products from the attacks of insects common 
to tropical countries and which are almost impossible to 
guard against by ordinary means.

Salmon dull—May curtail the pack—Freight Rates Advanced—Salmon Legislation 


unlikely 


~Fruit prospects brightest. 


Seattle, Wash., May 11, 1912. 

Salmon.—The demand for spot salmon shows no im- 
provement whatever. Jobbers still refuse to take hold of 
new stocks. While it is still early for much of a movement 
in salmon, many jobbers are going on the theory that there 
is no rush about buying salmon, inasmuch as there is a fair 
supply in first hands yet and no danger of a scarcity of new 
fish. Prices show no tendency to advance. 


One feature of the situation is the effort which salmon 
canners are making to increase their business abroad. If 
the supply of fish is to show an increase as a result of the 
twenty-one new canneries installed in Alaska this season and 
the increased operations of seiners on Puget Sound, packers 
and brokers feel that it will be necessary to push the sale 
of canned salmon in foreign markets. More than likely several 
of the leading firmsof the leading firms will establish strong 
of the leading firms will establish strong sales connections 
abroad before the new fish are ready to be marketed. 

There is no longer any doubt but that the situation on 
Puget Sound is causing some anxiety on the part of canners. 
Canners are unable to figure out what the pack may reason- 
ably be. There is talk of curtailing on the sound this season. 
This talk has just developed. Nothing is definitely decided 
yet. Should the packers decide to cut down the output or 
to limit it to a certain number of cases, say 300,000, no sur- 
prise would be occasioned in quarters where a close watch 
is being kept of salmon deevlopments. 


Freight Rates Advanced.—Two of the leading steamship 
lines carrying the bulk of the canned salmon from British 
Columbia and Puget Sound to Europe have advanced their 
freight rates. The rate has been advanced to 42s 6d to 
Liverpool and 45s to London. This is an advance of 7s 6d 
over the rates that prevailed last season. 

Higher cost of operating the vessels is assigned as the 
cause of the advance. The rates on most all trans-Pacific 
freights have been advanced recently or will be in the near 
future. What effect, if any, the advance in freight rates will 
have on the salmon trade with England and the rest of Europe 
is still problematical. 

Salmon Legislation Unlikely.—Alaska salmon cannerymen 
lave now come to the conclusion that Congress will not enact 
any legislation regulating the Alaska fisheries this season. 
The Jones bill has not even been called up for a hearing. The 
committee has promised the men now in Washington repre- 
senting the cannerymen that the bill will. not’ be reported 
until the packers have had an opportunity to be heard. The 


season is now so far advanced and so much important busi- ~ 


less remains to be disposed of before adjournment that pack- 
ers here cannot see how the bill can possibly get further than 
the Senate. 

Cannerymen say it would be a dangerous thing to enact 
a bill regulating Alaska fisheries at this late date. The plea 
i. being made at Washington to have a commission named to 
iivestigate the Alaska fisheries before putting through any 
legislation. 

Excellent Crop Prospects.—Fruit crop prospects in the 
Northwest were never so bright as they are right now. All 
dinger of damaging frosts is now past. The yield of all kinds 
0° fruit will be enormous. There will be a very large pro- 
duction of peaches and in all probability the pack of canned 
peaches in this state will set a new record. Peaches have 


been too scarce and high for the past two years to enable 
the canners to do much with them. The production of vegeta- 
bles will also be large. There has been a substantial increase 
in small agricultural operations since last year. 

The fact that the express companies have put in special 
rates on all fruits and vegetables to be shipped to canneries 
is expected to stimulate operations. The rates are approxi- 
mately 50 per cent. lower than last year and will be in effect 
throughout the canning season. 

May Form Co-operative Canners.—Strawberry growers with 
big ranches located north of Seattle in the vicinity of Rich- 
mond Beach and Edmonds are seriously considering the ad- 
visability of building a cannery to pack their berries when 
prices get so low that there is no money in handling fresh 
fruit. An association known as the Edmonds, Richmond 
Beach and Meadowdale Fruit Growers’ Association has been 
organized with that object in view. Officers of the associa- 
tion have been visiting other canneries in the Northwest. The 
members of the association produce large quantities of logan- 
berries and raspberries. 

Rhubarb.—The rhubarb canning season in the Northwest 
will commence Monday. On that date the Puyallup & Sum- 
ner Fruit Growers’ Association will commence canning that 
product. .The supply of rhubarb is so large that the price 
has dropped to about a cent a pound in the open market.

BUREAU OF ADJUSTMENT OF THE NATIONAL 
_CANNERS’ ASSOCIATION. 


The Committee’s Report. 


In pursuance of the action of the National Canners’ Asso- 
ciation authorizing the formation of a Buereau of Adjustment 
and appointing a Committee to have charge of the same, such 
Bureau has been organized and its purpose outlined as fol- 
lows: 

First—That the Bureau of Adjeatinent undertake the in- 
vestigation of all differences between buyer and seller to which 
a member of the National Canners’ Association, who is also 
a subscriber to the Publicity Fund, and has been such for the 
period of three months and has made the payments required 
by the By-Laws of the National Canners’ Association and 
Resolution of the Executive Committee, is a party. 

Second—tThat the Bureau undertake the registration of all 
causes of controversy between buyer and seller, which in the 
opinion of the Committee, are properly within its province, 
and file for record the brief or statement of the facts furnished 
to it with reference to such controversy, so that the same 
will be available to all members of the Bureau. 

Third—In cases of dispute between buyer and seller, 
wherein investigation or collection, or. both, are desired by 
the seller, to investigate the claim and if satisfied as to cor- 
rectness of the member’s contention, to assist in the settle- 
ment thereof by proper means to that end, using the estab- 
lished Boards of Arbitration where necessary. 

Fourth—That the Bureau shall be maintained out of the 
regular fund of the National Canners’ Association, but where 
special service is rendered, the charges for the same shall 
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be fixed by the Committee and paid by the party for whom 
such work is rendered. ; 
Fifth—This Bureau shall be known as the Bureau of 
Adjustment, and shall be under the management of a special 
committee of the National Canners’ Association, which shall 
have entire charge and direction of the same, and when called 


upon, shall pass finally on the contentions as to the rights of 


the parties at issue. The Committee, as named at the last 
session of the Executive Committee of the National Canners’ 
Association, consists of Messrs. E. V. Stockham, chairman, 
Perryman, Md.; D. C. Pierce, of the Hamburg Canning Com- 
pany, Hamburg, N. Y., and Charles S. Stevens, of Stevens 
Bros., Cedarvill, N. J. 
Sixth—That the action of this meeting be submitted to 
the above Committee for its approval before taking effect.

The Bureau of Adjustment recently authorized by the 
National Canners’ Association, is now in operation, with head- 
quearters at the office of the Secretary at Belair, Maryland. 

The purpose of the Bureau is to facilitate the business 
of its members along certain definite lines which are more 
fully laid down in the above report. 

One of its objects is to investigate differences arising out 
of the sales of canned foods by its members and to protect 
the packer against unfair dealing. One method of accom- 
plishing this will be by keeping a record of the cases it shall 
handle and to preserve the information with reference thereto 
for the future benefit of its members. If in the judgment of 
its Committee a member shall have suffered unfair treatment, 
a full statement of the facts will be on record. The cases will 


constitute the permanent records of the Bureau so that they 
may be always available for the benefit of members. 

If, after investigation, the matter presented warrants the 
action of the Bureau, it will undertake to assist in bringing 
about a settlement between the parties to the controversy. In 
doing this the established Boards of Arbitration will be called 
upon where practicable. In addition to this, the Bureau has 
restrained legal counsel, whose services will at all times be at 
the service of the Bureau. 

It is proposed to support the Bureau from the regular 
funds of the Association, except in cases where special ser- 
vices are required, and a charge will then be made to the 
party for whom the service is rendered. These charges will 
be fixed by the special committee of the Association who will 
have full supervision over all matters of the Bureau. The 
Committee for the present year is constituted as follows: 
Messrs. Edward V. Stockham, chairman, of Perryman, Md.; 
D. C. Pierce, of the Hamburg Canning Company, Hamburg, 
N. Y., and Charles §. Stevens, of Stevens Bros., Cedarville, 
N. J. 

The services of the Bureau from this date are placed at 
the disposal of its members and all who are members of the 
National Canners’ Association and subscribers to the Publicity 
Fund are entitled to membership, provided they have been 
members of the National Canners’ Association for three months 
or more and are not in default for non-payment of any sums 
required by the By-Laws of the Association and the Resolu- 
tions of the Executive Committee. 

It is hoped that all those entitled as above will make fre- 
quent use of the services thus offered. Packers can be mutual- 
ly helpful by keeping the Bureau informed of all abuses in 
the trade.

The 
greatest problem confronting the canning industry today is 
the question of an increased yield per acre, and this will be 
intensified as the packing and consumption of canned foods 
increases. Therefore, the wise canner will see the advantage 
of acquainting himself with every progressive step made in 
that direction.) 


A NEW FRUIT TREE ENEMY IN NEW YORK. 
THE PEAR THRIPS. 
By F. H. Hall, of the New York Agr. Exp. Station. 


Advent of Pead Thrips. 


A recent surprise to entomologists is the finding of pear 
thrips in New York State. This insect has been present in 
California in destructive numbers for several years, but was 
unknown in the East until in the spring of 1911. Before 
this time, for a period extending back at least five years, it 
had been at work, unrecognized, in a limited section of the 
Hudson Valley—in about three townships in the vicinity of 
Germantown; but the pear growers whose orchards were 
infested, in some cases to a very injurious extent, had thought 
the damage due to frost, spray injury or other causes. The 
few who had seen the insects on the buds or in the blos- 
soms could not believe these tiny creatures the cause of such 
severe injury as occurred in some of the orchards; but in- 
vestigations made by the Station Entomologist during 1911 
have proved the trouble due to the insect and have estab- 
lished its identity with the pear thrips (Euthrips pyri) which 
is causing California fruit growers so much harm. 


Extent of Infestation. 

Beside the three townships on the east side of the Hudson, 
in Columbia and Dutchess counties, the insect is apparently 
present in a few orchards further down the Hudson, on the 
opposite side of the river, and in at least one orchard in 
western New York. Further study will probably show that 
it is much more widely distributed than is now known; since 
it is easily overlooked when not abundant, and its work ascrib- 
ed to other causes even when it is numerous and destructive. 


Amount of Injury. 

In 1910, when the loss from the thrips was greatest, pear 
growers in the region about Germantown found their Kieffer 
crops reduced from one-third to nine-tenths or even more. 
The excessive damage during this season was probably due 
to the early and sudden arrival of warm weather which 
favored the insects and also brought the pears into bud and 
bloom when the pests were most abundant. The union of 
these two factors exposed practically all Kieffers and some 
other varieties to the attacks of countless hordes of the thrips 
at the most critical time. In 1911, the damage to Kieffers, 
though general in some orchards and severe in scattered spots 
in other orchards, was not nearly as great as in 1910; while 
Bartletts and Clapp Favorites,.the other varieties most grown 
in the section, were not seriously injured. Beurre Bosc, 
Beurre Anjou, Vermont Beauty, Dana Hovey, Rhode Island, 
Clairgeau and Beauty of Wakefield were badly affected; but

these varieties are not generally grown so the loss on them 
was not great. 
Adult Insect. 

The mature thrips is a very minute insect, only one- 
twentieth of an inch long. It is dark brown in color, appear- 
ing almost black on casual view; and bears four peculiar, long, 
narrow, feathery wings which gave the thrips its old name, 
“fringe-wings.”’ The wings are simple and each consists mere- 
ly of a single strong rib bordered by closely set, long hairs. 

The adults come from resting cells in the soil, where they 
have spent the winter. The date of emergence varies with the 
season, but is apparently. timed to precede by a few days the 
swelling and opening of the pear buds. Growers, where the 
insect is suspected or where pear buds have blighted from 
unknown causes, should watch their trees carefully from the 
middle of April on, and if they find them spotted with tiny 
dark flies, should prepare for immediate, vigorous action. 

In 1911 the adults were most active and destructive from 
April 28 to May 11. As soon as they come from the ground 
they seek the trees whose buds are nearest ready to open, and 
work their way between the spreading tips into the centers of 
the young flowers. They rasp and puncture the tender parts at 


- the center of the bud and suck up the exuding juice for food. 


These injuries, it will be seen, strike at the very heart of the 
hoped-for crop and result in more harm than might be caused 
later by many times the number of larger insects. Yet the. 
number of the thrips, even at this stage, are by no means 
small; and two weeks later the white, maggot-like larve 
may be found clustered about the buds or in the open flowers 
like mites upon fowls in a neglected poultry house. The early 
injuries by the adult thrips, when these are numerous, cause 
the buds to become “‘leaky,”’ that is, sticky with viscid, brown- 
ish secretion—a condition very characteristic of the work of 
this insect. At this time most of the adults are beyond the 
reach of spray mixtures, but preparations should be made to 
attack the larvae as soon as the falling of the petals makes it 
safe to spray the flowers. 

The injured buds cease to grow and the whole blossom 
cluster, if the mature thrips are plentiful; becomes stunted, 
shrivelled and brown,. as if blighted. If the attack is not 
made quite so early, the insects feed in the opening blossoms, 
eating stamens, pistils and petals; or they may attack the 
tender leaves as these appear. On the clusters attacked, the 
petals will be small and uneven in size, the fruit stems dwarfed 
and irregular in length and the flower generally blackish or 
brownish in color. The leaves of the first-formed clusters are 
usually dwarfed in size, crinkly, cup-shaped or otherwise de- 
formed, and with margins irregularly broken or blackened. 
The fruits setting on such clusters generally have weak stems 
and fall prematurely. 

Egg-Laying. 

The miscroscopic, whitish or yellowish, kidney-shaped egg 
is placed within the tissues of the plant. The female generally 
selects the fruit stems for egg-laying and slits them with her 
sharp, curved ovipositor, depositing a single egg in each slit. 
She begins this work soon after emerging from the ground and 
continues it until about the middle of May. The incisions may 
sometimes be so frequent in a single stem that it will be- 
come weak and yellow, allowing the fruit to fall prematurely. 
Usually the stems are only roughened. 

Larva. 

The eggs hatch within a week after laying, and produce 
small, white, soft-bodied larve with two pronounced reddish 
eye spots. These larve are provided with mouth parts like 
those of the adult, but are somewhat less active and destruc- 
tive. On the pear they feed mainly on the young leaves and 
emphasize the injury done hy the adults, since they are 
naturally most abundant on trees that have fed the parent 
insects in largest numbers. This additional shock to the tree 
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greatly retards its return to a normal condition, as the leaves 
are often destroyed or deformed to such an extent that the 
young pears that have set cannot be nourished and, therefore, 
drop; nor can new fruit spurs for the next year be developed. 
Later, the larve fed to some extent on the tips and edges of 
the growing terminal leaves, which may be blackened. A 
secretion similiar to that produced on the buds by the adult 
thrips may also be caused by the work of the larve. 

After feeding for about two weeks the larve drop from 
the trees, may feed for a time on weeds and grass, and then 
enter the soil to form the resting cells. They remain un- 
changed in these until late October, then change to pup2 
and pass the winter in that stage or as hibernating adults, 


Food Plants. 

While commonly called “pear” thrips, this pest may feed 
or work on quite a range of plants. It was found in New 
York during 1911 on apple, apricot, cherry, peach, plum and 
quince as well as on pear; and in California it also attacks 
almond, fig, grape and English walnut. If it becomes estab- 


lished in the East it may have to be fought on the above fruits 
and probably others. 


Control. 

As a suckling insect, the thrips cannot be reached by in- 
ternal poisons, but must be destroyed by contact insecticides. 
It is not difficult to kill, if reached, as the spraying experi- 
ments of 1911 proved that it would be destroyed by a good 
wetting with any of the insecticides used. The difficulty is, 
however, that the adults very soon get into the buds where 
spray mixtures cannot reach them directly. Early recognition 
of their presence and prompt, thorough, quickly repeated ap- 
plications are necessary for success. 

The nicotine preparations are very effective, especially 
when combined with an oil emulsion which has a penetrat- 
ing quality. In 1911 three sprayings in a badly infested

orchard, two applications on successive days and the third 
one two days later, reduced the numbers of thrips to a very 
small Hroportion of those originally present. In these treat- 
ments, the nicotine preparations, Black Leaf and Black Leaf 
40, were used alone and each combined with soap or with 
kerosene emulsion; and there seemed to be little difference 
in effectiveness. Each mixture destroyed the insects it touch- 
ed. Conditions were particularly favorable for treatment this 
year, however, since the buds opened very rapidly, allowing 
the spray mixtures to be forced into them more readily than 
might be the case in cooler weather when the trees bloomed 
more slowly. The trips also probably came out within a 
shorter period than in cooler years; so that more of them 
were caught by the three sprayings than would be when the 
emergence was longer distributed. It is hoped, though, that 
two or at most three thorough applications of nicotine and 
kerosene emulsion made at short intervals with a heavy, 
driving spray, using 125-150 lbs. pressure, when the mature in- 
sects are seeking the buds, will reduce them to a comparatively 
harmless number.

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and leaf parts;, and (2) to destroy the larve after petals 
drop to reduce the numbers of insects which will mature in the 
ground. 

The period of effective spraying against the adult or 
winged thrips is during the time when the buds are swollen 
and partly open and until they are entirely opened at the tips. 
The first treatment should be made as soon as the thrips be- 
come numerous on the trees. The number of the applica- 
tions required will depend on the thoroughness of the treat- 
ments. The grower should spray on successive days or every 
few days until the thrips are reduced to compartively few 
individuals. Two and certainly not more than three sprayings 
are required to afford efficient protection to the trees from 
the adult thrips. Especially hard to kill are the insects 
within the buds, as they are often hidden, and it is difficult 
to force the spraying mixture in between the growing struc- 
tures of the bud. While it is not possible to reach all of 
these, many of them may be destroyed by careful work in 
applying the sprays. By successive applications severe in- 
jury may be largely or entirely prevented. To secure the 
greatest benefits from the treatments, apply the spraying mix- 
tures in liberal quantities as a rather coarse driving spray, 
holding the nozzle fairly close to the buds in order to force 
the liquid into the ends of the buds. The “angle nozzles” 
of the large chamber type or nozzles set on an angle to the 


extension rod, maintaining a pressure of not less than one 
hundred and fifty pounds are preferable. 


The larvae may be seen in large numbers as small, whitish 
creatures in the calyx cups, on pears especially, when they are 
well exposed to spraying because of the open nature of the 
blossom .ends of the young fruits. One or two careful spray- 
ings will practically free the trees of the insects. In making 
an application both surfaces of the leaves and the calyx ends 
of the young fruits should be thoroughly wetted by the liquid. 
Spraying for the larve is important because it will greatly 
reduce the numbers of the insects which seek shelter in the 
ground until the following spring.

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CANNING ITEM NEWS AND NOTES. 


CANNING ITEMS. 


Portersville, Cal.—A canning factory is being proposed for 
this town, and an experienced southern canner has already 
been found who will handle the plant if constructed. 

Imperial, Cal.— With the arrival of J. C. Berryhill, of Los 
Angeles, manager of the Imperial Canning Company, work 
has begun on the new plant for this city. Berryhill brought a 
large force of workmen from Los Angeles and. the factory 
will be ready for work very shortly. 

Massett, B. C., Canada.—The new wharf of the Wallace 
Cannery, Naden Harbor, is finished, and over 100 men are 
employed in constructing residences and workshops. The 
cannery building is one of the largest in the north. 

Morocco, Ind.—C. A. Smith, Wm. Breuscher and others, of 
Morocco, Ind., have incorporated the Beaver Valley Canning 
Company, the capital stock of which is $10,000. 

Iowa City, la.—This city’s corn canning plant seems as- 
sured. The farmers have pledged 502 acres to corn raising. The 
company having agreed to begin work, when 500 acres were 
promised, will start at once on the $65,000 plant. 

Columbus, Ind.—Five canning plants may soon be outes 
in this locality by a big canning and preserving concern. 
According to the report, there will be plants at Clifford, Jones- 
ville, and Azalia, Bartholomew County, and St. Paul and 
Flatrock, Shelby County. 

Danville, Ind.—The Danville Canning Company has been 
organized with a capital of $25,000. The directors are John 
W. Trotter, C. B. Newland, Ora Leak, F. E. Guthrie and Sher- 
man Christie. 

Abbeville, La.—There is a move on foot here to erect a 
large caning factory at Abbeville. If the scheme goes through, 
the plant will be up-to-date and will purchase and can every 
variety of fruit and vegetable, as well as molasses, oysters 
and shrimps. Particular attention will be given to sweet 
potatoes, tomatoes and okra. 

Hattiesburg, Miss.—A large caning factory will be erected 
here by W. M. Conner and D. E. McInnis. Potatoes will be the 
principle article canned. 

Pime Grove, N. J.—The work on the new canning factory 
at Pine Grove, four miles west of Millville, -is progressing 
rapidly. The factory will be completed before the strawberry 
season is at its height. Contracts have been signed for many 
tons of tomatoes. 

Rio Grande, N. J.—It is reported that plans heve been 
completed by Pauekert and Wunder for a canning house, to be 
erected for George and C. E.. Anderson, at this town. 

East Pembroke, N. Y.—A large canning factory will be 
built here sometime in June, according to a report. C. E. 
Powers, of this place, is one of the parties interested. Spinach, 
peas, string beans, tomatoes, corn, apples, apple sauce and 
various small fruits will be put up. 

Roswell, N. M.—It was announced here recently by promi- 
nent apple growers, that the capital stock for the big canning 
factory planned for this place had all been subscribed and that 
the plant would be erected and ready for operation by the time 
the early fruit is ready. 

Ellendale, Del——Information from this town states, that 
two large tomato canneries are now being built for this sea- 
son’s pack. 

Dover, Del.—The new tomato cannery being erected at 
Little Creek, is fast nearing completion. They expect to put 
up a large pack of tomatoes this year. 

Greenwood, Ind.—The Northern Wisconsin Canning Com- 
pany, Greenwood, Ind., has been incorporated with $100,000 


to conduct a canning business. The incorporators were’ 


Grafton Johnson, C. G. Morris and F. A. McAlpin. 

Petersburg, Ind.—Two new canning factories are being 
erected here, one by W. H. Hufford, of Dalesville, who already 
has 100 acres under contract, and the other by the Campbells- 
burg Canning Company, composed of local capitalists.

EDITORIAL JOTTINGS. 


In this issue will be found the announcement of the 
formation of the Bureau of Adjustment, commented 
upon in our editorial last week, and which, thanks to 
the “devil” who makes up our forms, was nicely left 
out last week. We had intended commenting, this week, 
upon the Legal Department established in the National 
Association; but that announcement was made last 
week. Just a ‘cart-before-the-horse’ arrangement, which 
we are calling attention to before the other fellow gets 
there first. Editorials should be human. ‘That was, 


very. 


The buyers are in session at St. Louis, in about 
the largest national convention of the Wholesale Grocers 
Association yet held. 


- 


The canners and the wholesale grocers are grad- 
ually drawing more closely together in their business, 
which can only result in a better understanding, better 
relations and improved business. As a consequence, it 
is not surprising to see the president of the National 
Canners’ Association down on their program for an 
address. In fact, it is a question if the canning industry 
is not the most important industry to the wholesale 
grocers of them all. It makes them better profits, with 
less trouble than any other line handled. 


Possibly, it is because of this that they so bitterly 
oppose the name on the label question, though we know 
they will in time come to see the fallacy of their con- 
tention. For they cannot continue to deny the manu- 
facturer the credit for his goods, and we regard it as 
only a question of time when they will admit this and 
grant it. They are distributors, not manufacturers, and 
should be satisfied with the credit for the work they 
do in that line, and profit by it through the care and 
attention they give it. And this would be no small 
credit in this great and vast country. 


Along this question of the name on the label, it is 
interesting to note that it is assuming national impor- 
tance, and the public beginning to demand it. Wash- 
ington is very attentive in these days to the public’s 
demands because of the approaching elections, and we 
need not, therefore, be surprised to see the bill now 
before Congress passed and enacted into law, compelling 
this feature on all goods. If the canners but had the 
‘nerve’ they would be loud in their demands for its 
passage. 


When such papers as The Saturday Evening Post 
take up this subject, editorially, it must seem to the 
jobbers, generally, that it is the handwriting on the 
wall. In the last ussue of The Post, the following 
appeared in its editorial columns: ' 


LET BUYERS KNOW MAKERS. 

“There are good reasons for anonymous authorshi)) 
in some cases; but we cannot think of a good reason 
for anonymous manufacturing in any case. A bill be- 
fore Congress provides that every article placed upon 
the market for interstate or foreign commerce shal! 
bear the name and address of the manufacturer, under 
penalty of a fine not exceeding one thousand dollars ©: 
six months’ imprisonment, or both; and that any one 
erasing or changing the manufacturer’s name on a’ 
article sold in interstate commerce shall be liable to 
the same penalty. It ought to pass. 

The buyer should always know the maker. Nest 
time he needs an article of the same sort he will «now 
whether or not he wants it from that maker. An im- 
mense number of articles are now sold on the strength 
of the maker’s reputation, and this reputation is at 
stake with every article sold. As to such articles, buy- 
ers have the strongest guaranty that they are getting 
sound goods. No man who has achieved a good reputa- 
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tion wants to lose it. Obviously whatever encourages 


the maker to build up a reputation protects the buyer; 


and if the goods are of a sort which makes a bad repu- 
tation that, too, protects the buyer. The maker’s uame 
ought to be on every article and every buyer ought to 


look at it. 

The bill may be highly objectionable to Messrs. Just- 
as-Good & Company, who trade on other people’s names 
and ideas—which is, in itself, an excellent reason for 
passing it. Certainly a manufacturer who begins by 
stealing, as far as the law permits, from another manu- 
facturer, is very likely to extend the same process, as far 
as the law permits, to consumers.” 


The retail grocers, through their National Associa- 
tion, passed a resolution recently on this question, 
demanding the passage of the bill, so that with the 
people demanding it, the retailers demanding it and the 
manufacturers, with the possible. exception of a few can- 
ners who fear losing a sale or two, demanding it there 
remains only the: jobber to defend it, and he has no 
ground to stand upon. And even some of the jobbers 
are now advocating it. 

The one contention that the jobber can make is, that 
he has spent large sums of money to advertise his 
private brands, and that he should not be deprived of 
this good-will value. But there is no need to deprive 
him of it, for it will not ruin his trade to place the 
name of the packer under his name as distributor. For 
it is the packer, after all, who has made the reputation 
for his brand—it is the goods in the can, and it was 
the packer who placed them there. The jobber’s care 
in going over the entire market for the quality of goods 
he insists upon, under this much valued brand, is the 
foundation of the jobber’s business—care in buying, the 
link upon which his success or failure depends. But the 
quality in the can is the work of the packer, the manu- 
facturer, and it is but common justice that he be given 
credit and the encouragement to which good work is 
entitled. The good manufacturer needs encouragement, 
should be encouraged and rewarded, and the way to 
do this is to put his name on the goods he produces. _ 


The one reason why the “just-as-good” makers have 
been able to get a foothold in business, is because there 
has been no law to protect the just manufacturer. This 
is a serious oversight on the part of our law-makers, and 
forms a‘barrier against all better efforts and encourages 
the imitator, the maker of goods that pass out for better 
than they are. 

This is not particularly true of canned foods; in 
fact, it is possibly less true as regards them than of 
most other lines. But it applies all down the line, 
from hats and wearing apparel in general to automobiles 
and flying machines; from “tooth-picks to pianos” as 
the expression goes, for the passage of such a law will 
apply to all articles, not merely to foods and drugs.

DEATH OF GEO. G. GLASS, 


Mr. Geo. G. Glass, Sr., died rather suddenly at his home in 
Milwaukee, on Saturday, May 4th, of neuralgia of the heart. 
He had been complaining for a few days, but no one thought 
that his trouble was serious. 

Mr. Glass was a figure among the pea packers of the west in 
particular, being the Wisconsin representative of the Sprague 
Canning Machinery Company and a designer of many improved 
methohds in the mechanical handling of this product. The 
accompanying photograph will recall his genial personality 
to many Convention goers, as one of the quiet, but forceful 
gentlemen in charge of the immense Sprague exhibit, and 
cause a feeling of sincere regret among his host of friends 
at his sudden death. His will be a hard place to fill. 


GEORGE G. GLASs. 


Mr. Glass was born in 1855, and, from the first, devoted 
his attention to machinery and its development, for the past 
ten years having been connected with the Sprague Company. 

The funeral took place on Wednesday the 8th, the hon- 
orary and active pall-bearers being men connected with the 
canning industry, as a tribute to their friend. They were:

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The California Market 


Good Crops assured—Spot stocks being cleaned up—The Salmon market— 
Coast Notes. 


Reported by Telegraph 


San Francisco, May 17, 1912. 

Last Minute Flashes.—There have been no public prices 
made as yet on California fruits, but some business is being 
done at private rates. Some free peaches are selling at $1.40 
for extra standards, and clings at $1.50, other grades in pro- 
portion. A good business has been booked subject to open- 
ing rates. 

Fruits will be early and cherry packing will commence 
soon. Berries are selling well. 

Weather conditions continue to be favorable in Cali- 
fornia for growing crops and it is now felt that all danger 
from frost is past. Reports have been circulated from 
time to time in regard to damage done in various sections 
to the fruit crop, but in few places has there been heavy 
damage done. During the last week light rains were 
experienced in Southern and Central California, to the 
benefit of crops, and the snowfall in the mountains has 
been quite heavy for this season of the year. Cool 
weather has been prevailing of late and moisture is being 
conserved in a splendid manner. A heavy fruit crop is 
now practically assured, but the quality will probably 
be below the average, owing to the light rainfall and to 
the fact that it will be impossible to properly thin the 
fruit now set. In practically all sections there will be 
a heavy crop of peaches and pears, but in some districts 
the apricot crop will be light. Cherries will be in good 
supply, as will plums, apples and other deciduous fruits. 


Spot stocks of fruits are very light in canners’ hands 
and assortments are badly broken. Practically all of 
these broken lots are in storage at the various canning 
plants and efforts are now being made to get rid of these 
before the canning season commences. Special prices 
are being quoted on broken stocks by many canners aud 
a general clean-up is expected shortly. During the 
past week lots of No. 2% Extra Standard apricots have 
sold for $1.40, No. 2%4 Standards for $1.25, No. 2% 
Seconds for $1.15, and so on down the list, decided cuts 
being made to effect a clean-up. Some new business on 
private terms is reported at prices slightly lower than 
those put out last season, but no one has ventured to 
issue a published list as yét. 


Stocks of spot tomatoes are getting down to a Small 
compass with $1.00 being the general price demanded 
for No. 2% Standards. Some business is reported at 
slightly lower figures, these sales having been made for 
shipment outside of the regular territory. No one is 
anxious to take on further business in futures except 
on solid pack. The cool weather being experienced along 
the Coast is not regarded as favorable to the growing 
crop. 

The berry prices put out recently by several Cali- 
fornia packing concerns have been generally acceptable 


to the trade and early sales have been quite heavy. As 
usual Logan berries are in demand and prices on this 
article will probably be withdrawn shortly. Berries 
are ripening very rapidly and packing will be commenced 
earlier than usual. 

The asparagus pack to date is considerably below 
expectations, owing to the cool weather that has been 
experienced, and operators declare that only with decid- 
edly favorable weather conditions can a pack as large 
as that of last season be put up. With a light pack 
promised buyers have been getting active and early sales 
have been highly satisfactory with prices being well 
maintained. 

The canned salmon market is very quiet and not 
much activity in this line is expected until something 
is known of the size of the new pack. Packing has been 
under way on the Columbia River since the first of 
the month, but the early catch has been light. The can- 
ned salmon outlook is a rather complicated one as opin- 
ions vary materially as to the probable size of the 1912 
pack. On the Puget Sound pink salmon will not run 
this year, nor will there be many sockeyes taken, but 
efforts will be made to put up a large pack of chums, 
cohoes, springs and dog salmon. Out of the fifty new 
plants projected for Alaska this season it is likely that 
there will be about fifteen erected and the effect of these 
is an uncertain matter. Both wholesalers and retailers 
have large stocks of low grade fish on hand and can 
secure stocks now at the same prices that ruled last 
fall. Another large pack of low grade salmon is likely 
to cause a break in the market and this is predicted by 
many packers. San Francisco packing interests have 
not attempted to add to their chain of Alaskan plants. 
practically all of the new canneries having been planned 
by Seattle and Portland packers. 

A number of steamship companies have announce 
that higher freight rates on canned salmon will be in 
force this year from Pacific Coast ports, in keeping with 
the advance in freight rates now becoming general. From 
British Columbia and Puget Sound ports the advance 
amounts to 7 shilings and 6 pence per long ton, the new 
rates to Liverpool being 42 shillings and 6 pence, ani! 
to London 45 shillings. 

Tulare County Peaches—The practice that has been 
followed by a number of leading canners of Southern 
California for years of purchasing their high-gra:e 
peaches in Tulare county, one of the leading fruit grow- 
ing centers of the State, and packing these under Soutii- 
ern California brands is being discussed by fruit growers 
and business men of Tulare county and an effort will be 
made to put an end to this. It is realized that the best 
means of bringing this about is to establish local can- 
neries and to interest local capital in these. This sca- 
son the Tulare cannery will be operated for the first time 
and plans are being made for opening one at Porterville. 
Fruit growers and business men desire to see their sec- 
tion of the State get the credit for the fine products 
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d th dh t f their fruit ked > ;

Dear Sirs: 


Since the first of last week there has been a gradual 
increase in the demand for future tomatoes, and the buying 
orders for them came in from nearly all sections of the 
country, being attracted by the cut prices prevailing here, 
though they were not limited to the brands that were sold 
at the reduced quotations. The well-known, reliable Balti- 
more city brands shared in the demand at the same prices 
at which they sold early in the year. There were no orders 
for big lots placed this week, but the numerous orders rang- 
ing from one to four or five carload lots made a total large 
enough to absorb all, or nearly all, the futures offered at 
60c. for No. 2 and 80c. for No. 3 standards. At the close 
this week the market for future tomatoes was somewhat 
firmer all along the line, and it would not be surprising if 
the prices show some improvement next week should the 
demand continue to be as good as it was this week. The 
unusually cool and excessively rainy weather this month 
has delayed farming operations very much, but it has not 
hurt the prospects for the tomato crop. Of course, the weather 
conditions from now on will play the most important part in 
the making, or marring, of the crop next summer, but it will 
be time enough to discuss that question after the plants are 
set out. Intending buyers might well anticipate their wants 
by buying now a part, at least, of their requirements for the 
fall trade. 

Spot tomatoes are a shade stronger, and the holders feel 
encouraged to expect increased activity in them during the 
next sixty days, or until the canning season for them opens 
in August. They were well scattered during the last two 
weeks in carlots, and repeat orders are confidently expected 
from the same buyers with additional orders from others. 
The new pack of spring spinach is selling freely, chiefly in 
small lots, at the opening prices, and is worth attention, the 
quality being superior. The new canning season for Early 
June peas is opening up slowly on account of the backward 
spring weather, but in a week or ten days the largge can- 
neries here expect to be at work full blast on them. The 
demand for quick shipment is increasing, because of the 
sold-out condition of the market for last season’s pack, and 
the first two weeks’ output of peas will be taken as fast as 
shipments can be made. Spot and future sweet potatoes 
continue fairly active and are well bought at today’s prices. 
Future string beans are finding more buyers and the spot 
goods are pretty well sold up. The low prices for spot corn 
look attractive and some good trades can be picked up. 
Future corn continues to be dull and inactive. The balance 
of the list of vegetables was dull, comparatively, during the 
week. 

The canning season for strawberries will open next week, 
and the prospects are for a good crop of excellent quality 
up to date. The buying of them has been light, so far, but 
there will be the usual activity this season, and the canners 
feel optimistic. The fruit canning season, especially for ber- 
ries, promises to be active, and with favorable weather con- 
ditions the packers will put out a fine line of goods this 
year. The first arrivals of néw pineapples are now going 
into cans, and the quality is equal to that of last year, which 
was almost entirely sold out. No fixed prices on future peaches 
are being made by the Maryland canners, and they won’t 
make prices on them until something more definite is known 
concerning the coming crop. For the different lines of spot 
fruits there was only the usual small every-day buying this 
week. 

Cove oysters continue firm and they are going out steadily 


in small lots.

AUSTRALIAN SUGAR AND JAM INDUSTRIES. 


(From Consul Henry D. Baker, Hobart, Tasmania.) 

As Tasmania is the leading jam-producing State of the 
Australian Commonwealth, the evidence relating to the use 
of sugar, brought out during the sittings at Hobart of a 
royal commission appointed at the instance of the Parlia- 
ment of Australia to inquire into the sugar trade of the Com- 
monwealth, was of especial interest. The leading jam manu, 
facturer of Australia, whose chief factories are at Hobart, 
stated that imported sugar is used for the foreign trade in 
jam, but only Australian sugar for the Australian trade. 

There is a drawback of $14.59 per ton-on foreign sugar 
used to make jam from the Commonwealth; the import duty 
on jam is 4 cents a pound when importation is from countries 
other than the United Kingdom and 3 cents a pound on 
jam from the United Kingdom and certain other British ter- 
ritory. The duty on jam was stated to be of no real benefit 
to Australian jam manufacturers. This manufacturer esti- 
mated that a drawback of $19.46 per ton on sugar made 
into jam for the Australian trade would give the jam manu- 
facturers a fair profit and permit the raising of fruit prices 
25 to 30 per cent. The jam manufacturers showed that the 
profits in their business were very small and depended on 
the doing of a large business, so that some of the small 
factories made practically no profit. According to the testi- 
mony offered, the cost of the fruit works out at 76 cents 


per dozen 2-pound cans, and the cost of manufacture at 74 
cents per dozen. 


The price of jam in Australia had been slightly raised on 
account of increased wages, it was said, and the prices per 
dozen cans were given as follows: Tasmanian trade, 1-pound 
tins 78 cents, 2-pound tins (in which there was a smaller 
trade) $1.46; Australian trade, 1-pound tins 77 cents and 
2-pound tins $1.42. It was estimated that 60,000 tons of jam 
were consumed in Australia annually, and that the proportion 
of Australian jam to imported jam was about 1,000 tons of 
the former to every 72 pounds of the latter. Strawberry jam 
is about the only kind imported. 


Capital Invested—Sugar Prices. 

The amount of capital invested in the jam-making industry 
of Tasmania was stated by one manufacturer to be between 
¥625,000 and $1,750,000. The same man said that the starting 
of a jam factory in Australia capable of competing with the 
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existing companies would require an investment of $500,000, 
and that it was not possible to start jam making and earn 6 
per cent under present conditions. Competition is keen and 
Tasmanian jam is sold in Australia at as low a price as English 
jam is sold in England. The leading firm had made contracts 
for periods of three to five years to encourage the fruit grow- 
ers and had been exporting about 20,000 cases of jam a year 
to South Africa, where it controlled the bulk of the trade. But 
as sugar is about $15 a ton lower in Africa than in Australia, 
and fruit can be obtained for half the Australian prices, this 
firm found that it would be to its advantage to give up the 
export business and build a factory in South Africa. 

It was shown that all the Tasmanian jam makers buy their 
sugar of one firm at Sydney, which is the only refiner of sugar 
in the Commonwealth and controls practically the entire sugar 
trade of Australia and New Zealand. Sugar for jam costs, 
delivered at the factory, $98.65 per ton for 1A grade and IXD 
grade is $1.22 per ton cheaper. The former costs $88.81 per 
ton in Sydney. Another manufacturer gave the avereage price 
paid, delivered at a Hobart factory, as $94.49 in 1910 and 
$94.28 in 1911. It was said that imported sugar had been 
tried for jams, and that it gave some saving in cost; but there 
were offsetting objections, chiefly irregular deliveries, and the 
local company held the business by making monthly deliveries. 
It was explained that the local company regulated its prices 
by adding the duty of $29.19 per ton to the c. i. f. price and 
then making a small deduction from the total. The imports of 
Australian-grown sugar into Tasmania were given as 5,550 tons 
in 1910 and 3,311 tons in 1911. 


Cost to Grocers—Bounties—Imports and Exports. 


Both jam manufacturers and leading grocers had much to 
say concerning the competition between jams and golden sirup, 
the latter being a by-product of the sugar refineries. An 
immense amount of this sirup is sold every year in Australia, 
especially to poorer families, who might buy jam instead if it 
was cheap. The wholesale price of golden sirup was given as 
5 cents per pound, and the retail price 12 cents per 2-pound 
tin; while 8-ounce tins of plum or raspberry jam retailed for 
16 cents. The cost of sugar to the grocers was stated as 
$116.79 per ton (ton-2,240 pounds), or $114.96 with the dis- 
count off, bags in. The retail price was $124.90 per ton. The 
gross price for Mauritius sugar, which is preferred hy local 
brewers, is $111.92 per ton delivered in Hobart. That is 
$77.86 in bond and $34.05 duty and charges. The price of 
American glucose was given by a confectionery manufacturer 
as $119.22 per ton f. o. b. Melbourne. 


A bounty of $1.46 per ton of cane of 10 per cent. quality 
grown by white labor, provided the wages and conditions ot? 


snuch labor are fair and reasonable and in accordance with the 
provisions of the act, is granted by the Government. 

The excise duty on manufactured sugar is 97 cents per 
hundredweight (hundredweight-112 pounds). The import 
duty on glucose is $1.95 per hundredweight; on sugar made 
from sugar cane, $1.46 per hundredweight; on invert sugar 
and invert sirup, including brewers’ priming sugars, $1.46 pe» 
hundredweight; sugar not otherwise specified, $2.43 per hun- 
dredweight; golden sirup and sirup sugars not otherwise speci- 
fied, $0.73; molasses, free. Under these laws, the sugar pro- 
duction of the Commonwealth increased from 98,795 tons 
during the fiscal year 1902-3 to 147,470 tons for 1909-10, 
during which period the proportion of sugar produced by black 
labor declined from 68 per cent of the total to less than 10% 
per cent. 


Australia’s import trade in cane sugar remained fairly 
extensive until 1906, the supplies coming principally from Java, 
Mauritius, and Fiji. In 1907 the exports exceeded the imports 
for the first time, the net exports having a value of $807,348. 
In 1908 the excess of imports over exports was 96,218 hun- 
dredweight, valued at $180,208, and in 1909 the excess was 
1,832,943 hundredweight, valued at $4,880,926. The principal 
countries to which Australian sugar is exported are Natal, 
Cape Colony, New Zealand, and New Calendonia; but the 
bulk of the sugar exported from the Commonwealth is not of 
Australian origin, but is really a re-export of sugar produced 
elsewhere. Out of 161,204 hundredweight exported during 
1909, only 4,099 hundredweight was of Australian origin. The 
sugar re-exported comes from Fiji, Mauritius, and Java. 


Refineries and Output. 


The establishment of the sugar-refining industry here con- 
siderably antedates the establishment of sugar milling, the 
raw material operated upon being originally brought chiefly 
from Mauritius and the East. There are two sugar refineries 
in Queensland, and one each in the States of New South Wales, 
Victoria, and South Australia, but there are none in either of 
the other States. All of these are under the control of the 
same company, which also operates a large refinery at Auck- 
land, New Zealand. 

In the five refineries of the Commonwealth na average 
number of nearly 1,500 hands are employed. During 1909 the 
State of New South Wales produced 14,810 tons of sugar and 
1,072,000 gallons of molasses, the State of Queensland 134,584 
tons of sugar and4,763,635 gallons of molasses. It is antici- 
pated by authorities in the sugar trade that, owing to recent 
shortage in the Queensland sugar crop, about 20,000 tons of 
sugar will have to be imported from other countries during 
1912.
